The Po rt Ewen dev elo p er( agrees to p ay in g fu ll tax es o n 
the p ro p erty .

Mills is in a ho sp ital, his p o litical career is 
in shamb les an d the strip tease p erfo rmer 
in v o lv ed in his tro u b les say s she p lan s to 
v isit him. 
Mills, D-Ark ., en tered Bethesda Nav al 
Ho sp ital Tu esday aftern o o n after tellin g 
co lleagu es, 
“ I’m terrib ly tired. I’m ex ­ 
hau sted." 
The ho sp ital refu sed to release an y in ­ 
fo rmatio n o n his co n ditio n , an d memb er o f 
his staff said they k n ew n o thin g ab o u t it. 
In New Yo rk , An n ab el Battistella, who 
p erfo rms as Fan n e Fo x e, said tearfu lly T u es­ 
day n ight she wo u ld v isit Mills at the 
su b u rb an Mary lan d ho sp ital. 
"H e’s ill,” she said, “ an d I do care fo r him 
v ery mu ch an d I’m v ery u p set ab o u t it.” She 
said Mills to ld her b y telep ho n e Mo n day 
n ight he was go in g to the ho sp ital b ecau se 
“ he didn ’t feel well.” 
Sp eak er Carl Alb ert said Mills ack n o wl­ 
edged in a p riv ate meetin g Mo n day that "I 
am sick ,” an d Alb ert to ld n ewsmen , “ 1 do n ’t 
thin k that W ilb u r Mills has fu lly reco v ered 
fro m his ... w hatev er... He’s b een sick a lo t.” 
Mills has su ffered fro m a b ack ailm en t. 
Mills fo r 17 y ears has b een o n e o f the mo st 
p o werfu l men in the co u n try as chairm an o f 
the Ho u se Way s an d Mean s Co mmittee, 
which han dles tax es, trade, so cial secu rity , 
health in su ran ce an d a v ariety o f su b jects 
which to u ch ev ery American ’s life daily . 
Bu t fo r two harro win g day s he watched 
p assiv ely as his co mmittee was chan ged 


drastically b y Ho u se Demo crats, then as his 
o wn co mmittee memb ers made p lan s to 
rep lace him as chairman . 
Frien ds o p en ly wo rried ab o u t his men tal 
health, an d so u rces clo se to him said he 
might b e co n siderin g resign atio n . 
Mills’ tro u b les were b ro u ght to a head b y 
his week en d v isit to Bo sto n where he ap ­ 
p eared o n stage with Miss Fo x e an d an ­ 
n o u n ced to n ewsmen he wo u ld mak e her a 
mo v ie star. 
In stead, Miss Fo x e can celed her New Yo rk 
ap p earan ce Tu esday after she failed to co m­ 
p lete her seco n d p erfo rman ce an d was b o o ed 
o ff the stage. 
Un til last week en d, Mills ap p eared to hav e 
reco v ered fro m the “Tidal Basin in ciden t” in 
which Miss Fo x e ju m p ed fro m Mills’ car an d 
in to the water late o n e n ight. 
He had tak en charge o f his co mmittee 
again an d had p u shed two tax b ills thro u gh 
his co mmittee lik e "the o ld W ilb u r M ills.” 
Then came the week en d in Bo sto n , an d 
when he retu rn ed he ap p eared dep ressed an d 
tired. 
Midway thro u gh a Ho u se sessio n Tu esday , 
Mills q u ietly to ld co lleagu es he co u ld n o t 
carry o n his du ties as flo o r man ager o f an 
effo rt to o v erride Presiden t Fo rd’s v eto o f a 
min o r tariff b ill. He then left fo r the ho sp i­ 
tal. 
Rep . Charles E. Ben n ett, DFla., said he 
was sittin g n ex t to Mills an d ask ed if 
so methin g was wro n g. Ben n ett said Mills 
rep lied, “ I’m terrib ly tired. I’m ex hau sted.”

S in terk lass Rid es Again

For more than two decade? 
Kingston has hosted a re­ 
enactment of an old Dutch 
custom — the annual ride ol 
Sinterklass and Black Peter 
to mark the birthday of the 
bishop who is known today as 
St. Nicholas. 
Over the passage of cen­ 
turies birthdays are apt to be 
forgotten, but in the Nether­ 
lands, in Dutch colonies, and 
in Kingston, a former Dutch 
colony which observes many 
of the traditions of the mother 
country, Dec. 5 is celebrated 
as the eve of the birthday of 
a man born either in the 
Fourth or Sixth Centry A.D., 
a bishop known as Nicholas. 
A ctually, he was two 
bishops, Nicholas of Myra 
and Nicholas of Pinora, who 
became merged as one identi­ 
ty. Originally the patron saint 
of sailors, the good saint grad­ 
ually was accepted also as the 
patron saint of children and 
as a giver of gifts. 
Dutch children affec­ 
tionately call him S in ­ 
terklass, or in translation 
Saint Nick, and as such the 
veneration of the saint was 
brought into the Hudson Val­ 
ley by its earlies settlers. As 
New Netherland became 
British, New York, and final­ 
ly a state of the new United 
States of America, the Dutch 
word Sinterklass was cor­ 
rupted into Santa Claus, the 
giver of gifts to all good Amer­ 
ican children today. 
The Dutch separate the 
Dec. 5 and Dec. 25 celebra­ 
tions, making St. Nicholas 
Eve a fun-filled gift giving 
time while Christmas (or 
Christ Mass) Day is a solemn, 
reverent 
day 
of 
religious 
thanksgiving. 
According to the old Dutch 
lengend, on the eve of his 
birthday St. Nicholas would 
chain the Devil (known in 
Dutch slang as Black Piet) 
and bring him along as his 
servent, riding across the sky 
on horseback in a visit to all 
countries where he is vener­ 
ated. 
The two riders would drop 
candy gifts down chimneys of 
the homes of all good chil- 
dren, into their wooden shoes 
laid beside the fireplace. The 
Americans, formalizing the 
Stana Claus story into a 
newer tradition, dropped

WASHINGTON—Attempting to so ften President Fo rd’s 
stu bbo rn resistance to a gaso line tax desperately needed to 
redu ce co nsu mptio n, energy po licy makers are abo u t to o ffer 
him this new twist: a high gas tax with a 100 per cent rebate 
to indiv idu al tax pay ers. 
Rebating wo u ld be do ne mainly by u niv ersal inco me tax 
cu ts—pro bably redu ced pay ro ll withho lding. On the theo ry 
the tax wo u ld redu ce gaso line co nsu mptio n ev en with the 
rebate, this wo u ld giv e co nsu mers mo re spendable inco me 
to perk u p the slu mping eco no my . Thu s, fo r bo th po litical 
and eco no mic reaso ns, the rebate sho u ld sweeten the gas tax 
fo r Mr. Fo rd. Besides, he will be giv en a cho ice between gas 
tax o r ratio ning, making higher tax es seem the lesser ev il. 
Ev en if Mr. Fo rd agrees, the battle fo r co ngressio nal 
appro v al will lie ahead. One Repu blican leader believ es the 
task is ho peless, co mmenting cau stically : “Yo u can’t ex pect 
Co ngressmen to go back o n campaign pro mises ju st becau se 
it’s sensible.’’ Nev ertheless, hav ing the President su ppo rt 
tho se who co nsider the gas tax no t o nly sensible bu t 
imperativ e wo u ld acco mplish mu ch. 
When Treasu ry Secretary William Simo n first pu shed the 
gas tax nearly two y ears ago , he env isio ned a do u ble 
fu nctio n: to disco u rage gaso line co nsu mptio n by raising the 
price at the pu mp and to help the hard-pressed treasu ry by 
increasing rev enu e. Bu t the recessio n m ilitates against all 
tax increases, leading to the 100 per cent rebate. 
Assu me the new tax is 20 cents a gallo n, pro du cing $17 
billio n ex tra in rev enu e. The am o u nt paid by indiv idu al 
tax pay ers, bu t no t co mmercial enterprises, wo u ld be re­ 
bated, mo stly by inco me tax redu ctio ns. Fo r the no n-- 
tax pay ing po o r, the rebate wo u ld co me as additio nal So cial 
Secu rity benefits and special pay ments. Theo retically , car 
o wners wo u ld bu y less gaso line becau se o f the higher price, 
then u se their rebates to bu y o ther co nsu mer go o ds. 
W ith gaso line sales do wn at 50 cents a gallo n, there is no 
do u bt o f still lo wer sales if a 20-cent tax bu cked prices to 
7 0 cents. Bu t what if the mo to rist u sed his rebate to bu y 
7 0-cent gaso line any way ? 
Administratio n po licy makers generally believ e the 7 0-cent 
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rate wo u ld inhibit gas-bu y ing ev en with the rebate. That is 
clearly the v iew o f Alan Greenspan, chairman o f the Co u ncil 
o f Eco no mic Adv isers. And Frank Zarb, the new Federal 
Energy adm inistrato r. Bu t there also are skeptics. To make 
certain o f redu ced sales o f gas, they want the rebate to co me 
at the end o f the tax y ear as a credit. Ho wev er, go v ernment 
eco no mists feel that wo u ld take to o mu ch mo ney o u t o f the 
recessio nary eco no my . A po ssibility : a mix ed rebate, with 
so me decrease in withho lding tax es and so me tax credit. 
Befo re Mr. Fo rd faces these nu ances o r the size o f the tax 
(o ptio ns prepared fo r him list 10, 20, 25 and 30 cents a 
gallo n), he mu st accept its necessity . The pro blem is well- 
ju stified do u bt that Mr. Fo rd co mprehends to giv e the U.S. 
so me lev erage with the o il-pro du cing natio ns and prepare it 
fo r a fu tu re o il embargo . 
If his lo ng-delay ed energy briefing co nv inces Mr. Fo rd o f 
this, he will nex t be giv en the general alternativ es fo r 
mandato ry actio n: gas tax o r ratio ning. Actu ally , with 
o nero u s co u po n gaso line ratio ning mo st u nlikely , the ratio n­ 
ing alternativ e will inclu de o il-impo rt restrictio ns plu s 
go v ernment allo catio ns. That wo u ld inev itably raise already 
high heating co sts fo r the No rtheast, a mo st u npalatable 
decisio n. Oil tariffs wo u ld also hu rt the No rtheast and, 
u nlike a gaso line tax , co u ld no t be rebated. 
Seeking the easy way o u t, po werfu l Co ngressmen talk 
abo u t tax ing heav y au to mo biles, an appro ach lo ng ago 
discarded by the adm inistratio n as who lly ineffectiv e. Ev en 
o ne rare Co ngressman who u nderstands the need fo r the gas 
tax feels the American peo ple will no t accept it befo re “we 
go thro u gh a lo t mo re su ffering’’—that is, ano ther o il 
embargo . 
Bu t “a lo t mo re su ffering” is precisely what energy 
o fficials are determined to av o id. Thu s, they pray that 
befo re y ear’s end (despite schedu led trips to M artiniqu e and 
Vail, Co lo .), Mr. Fo rd bites the bu llet, accepts the gaso line 
tax -with-rebate and then embarks o n his first great test o f 
leadership: selling his co u ntry men an u npo pu lar pro po sal 
that happens to be essential to their welfare. 
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“Schedule some more foreign trips for me 
soon, so I can pack up my troubles in my old kit 
b a g . . . "

The wo nder o f the wo rld is so mething that is 
hu ge, mo v es incessantly and canno t be seen o r 
heard. It is a giant riv er, flo wing independently in 
the Atlantic Ocean. Fo r want o f a better name, it 
is called the Gu lf Stream. 
The seas o f the wo rld rise and fall with the pu ll 
o f the mo o n. They do no t mo v e fo rward o r 
backward, ex cept su rface wav es, which crest at the 
whim o f the wind. 


This planet is 7 0 per cent water; 30 per cent land. 
Ergo : the o ceans sho u ld be mo re im po rtant to u s 
than the land, bu t they aren’t. Fro m the dawn o f 
time, man u sed the seas fo r trav el, fo r fishing, fo r 
swimming. It wasn’t u ntil the 20th centu ry that he 
began to ex plo re the dimming darkness u nder the 
sea. 
Tremendo u s weight and fo rce can co mpress 
almo st any thing, bu t no thing can co mpress a dro p 
o f water. The salt in the seas is no t u nifo rm. An 
appro x imatio n wo u ld be 3 per cent. Bu t there are 
places o ff the M ariana Islands where it is 8 per 
cent; po lar ice melting will redu ce the waters no rth 
o f Newfo u ndland to 1 per cent salt. 
All the riv ers o f the wo rld do no t m atch the 
v o lu me o f warm water which fo rms the o cean riv er 
called the Gu lf Stream . Oceano graphers reaso n 
that this giant riv er is set in mo tio n by the earth’s 
slo w ro tatio n eastward. 


The Spanish ex plo rer Po nce de Leo n, sailing 
fro m the Bahamas and thro u gh Flo rida waters in 
1513, disco v ered it. Hailing no rtheastward o ff the 


Flo rida co ast, he and his crew were asto nished to 
find that they were mo v ing three kno ts an ho u r 
faster than ships sailing clo ser to sho re. 
Later, in 17 69 , Benjamin Franklin fo u nd that 
canny Yankee captains reached England in two 
weeks less time than British ships. A whaling 
captain to ld him that there was a big u nseen riv er 
“o u t there.” 
Franklin asked if the retu rn trip wo u ld no t take 
mu ch lo nger. Yes, the skipper said, bu t American 
skippers sailed a far so u therly co u rse to av o id it 
o n the way back. 
There is no real beginning, no end, to the Gu lf 
Stream . A way ward cu rrent co mes acro ss the 
Atlantic fro m Africa, tu rns no rth o ff Yu catan, 
makes a wide swing in the Gu lf o f Mex ico , and 
po u rs do wn thro u gh the Flo rida Straits. 
Its width and flo w is squ eezed bu t o nce, between 
So u th Flo rida and the Bahamas. There it has a 
su rface tem peratu re o f 8 0 degrees and po u rs 25 
times mo re water past a giv en po int than all the 
streams o f the earth. 
At its best, this riv er is 50 miles wide and 2,000 
feet deep. The Atlantic o n bo th sides o f it, and 
tho u sands o f feet beneath it, remains relativ ely 
still. The su rface tem peratu re o f 8 0 degrees, with 
trade winds blo wing acro ss it, is a giant therm o stat 
fo r so u thern Flo rida, keeping the land warm in 
winter and to lerably co o l in su mmer. 
It su rges no rth, no rtheast, leav ing the co ast and 
heading fo r Cape H atteras. As it appro aches 


Labrado r, the Gu lf Stream meets a challenger, the 
Labrado r Cu rrent co ming do wn fro m the Arctic. 
The co nfro ntatio n is so abru pt that so me v essels 
repo rt a difference in tem peratu re o f 50 degrees 
between bo w and stern. 


Ho t and co ld creates fo g. The Labrado r Cu rrent, 
co o ler and heav ier, tries to get u nder the Gu lf 
Stream . This so metimes cau ses eddies 100 miles 
in radiu s. 
'The salty seas no t o nly abso rb hu ge am o u nts o f 
heat fro m the su n, to be distribu ted by wind o n 
co ntinents, they also cau se co ld and warm water 
to ex change depths. If the Labrado r Cu rrent— 
heading so u th—and th e Gu lf Stream were to mo v e 
lett o r right by a degree o r two , Eu ro pe wo u ld be 
either co v ered with sno w o r gro wing palm trees. 
East o f the Grand Banks, by so me magic, the 
Gu lf Stream splits in two . The warm water tu rns 
so u theast to ward the Canary Islands. The co ld 
water co ntinu es to ward Great Britain. 
T hat o ne splits again, o ne diffu se cu rrent wash­ 
ing so u th Iceland, the o ther cu rling no rth aro u nd 
the co ast o f Sco tland to the icebergs o f the Barents 
Sea o ff No rway . 
The flo w is eternal. Unlike the jet stream in the 
sky , which wanders fro m west to east at speeds u p 
to 200 miles per ho u r, the Gu lf Stream Ho ws bo ldly 
thro u gh an o cean, alway s kno wing where it is 
go ing. 


To my way o f thinking, it is o ne o f the my s­ 
terio u s wo nders o f the wo rld . . .

The county Finally re­ 
alized that too many of its 
employees were on welfare 
and unilaterally raised the 
first seven salary grades to 
$5000 a year as of January 1, 
1974, We have been seeking 
ever since a raise for all em­ 
ployees of $1188, the dif­ 
ference between the grade one 
salary and $5000. It is obvious 
that all incentive for promo­ 
tions in these classifications 
has been destroyed. 
The county paid to have an 
extensive salary study made, 
and it was completed this 


year. Implementing the re­ 
sults of the study was high on 
our list of demands for 1975. 
The county didn’t even men­ 
tion this item at the nego­ 
tiating table. 
Doesn’t this county realize 
that it is serving as a training 
ground for hundreds of em­ 
ployees who gain knowledge 
and ex|»erience here, and quit 
to accept jobs with the state 
or other counties where pay is 
more reasonable*7 The high 
turnover indicates that tax­ 
payers’ 
dollars 
are 
being 
wasted each time this occurs. 
Welfare recipients are re­ 
ceiving 
greater 
assistance, 
and many of our employees 
could be bringing home more 
money if they quit their jobs 
and signed up for public as­ 
sistance. Something is defi­

As legislator Nace has said, 
we need the money now if we 
are going to keep food on the 
table But we’re tired of hear­

And as a Santa expert, he blanches at the sight 
of a skinny St. Nick, a skimpy beard or an effete 
ho ho ho. 
His graduates take up seats in department 
stores across the country, armed with a certificate 
for having completed his one-week, $75 course. 
Doan, 55, and a warehouse superintendent for 
Bay City Public Schools, says the fine points 
make the difference between a convincing Santa 
and one that wouldn’t fool a 2-year old. 
For example, it is not enough for a Santa Claus 
to know only the names of the reindeer who pull 
his sleigh. A good Santa will know, for instance, 
the anatomy of the animals, so he is prepared for 
inevitable questions about the length of the 
reindeer’s tail, or whether female reindeer can 
grow antlers. 
“ If you have to think about it, then you’re not 
a real Santa,’’ Doan said. 
The training is necessary, he said, because 
there’s no telling what kind of question a child 
will come up with. 
“ I remember a boy,” he said, “ who, as soon as 
he got up on my lap, asked me: Does Mrs. Claus 
wear a girdle? I answered right away that she 
certainly did and that it was quite amusing to see 
her wiggle into it.” 
Doan’s curriculum also includes makeup, voice 
(or bellylaughing), and care for the suit, which 
can cost about $450. Doan’s own costume cost 
$1,500.'

The annual arrival of winter in its snow-white 
glory is often heralded by headlines announcing: 
“Two Die in Crash" or "Scores Injured in 
Mishaps During Storm." Writh the season of 
slipping and sliding settling in once more, the 
state police have issued a series of winter driving 
tips which might save lives and reduce injury and 
damage on the highways. 
Troopers say most accidents on ice or snow- 
covered roads are due mainly to one cause -speed 
too fast for conditions. 
"A driver must he constantly on the alert to 
changing road conditoons and adjust his speed 
accordingly," the state police advise. 
According to troopers, drivers should pay par­ 
ticular attention to the following potentially 
dangerous conditions: bridges and overpasses 
freeze before roadways; melting snow during the 
day sometimes flows onto road surfaces and 
freezes at night; areas of highways which do not 
receive direct sunlight may freeze before other 
road areas; curves, hills or dips in a road may 
hide ice or snow-covered sections; and unplowed 
snow can hide hazardous objects. 
A driver should control a skid by letting up on 
the accelerator—not by braking, according to 
troopers. Braking will lock the cars wheels and 
possibly throw it into a spin. The advice is, 
instead, to steer in the direction of the skid until 
the car straightens out. 
Vehicles should be parked so as not to interfere 


with snow removal, and in such a way as to make 
it possible to gain easy access to the roadway 
without backing onto the road. Accumulated 
slush in wheel openings should be cleared before 
it can freeze and interfere with steering, the 
tr< x>pers advise. 
Tires should be inspected for signs of wear, and 
snow tires should be put on, while avoiding 
mixing radial tires with conventional tires, ac­ 
cording to the state police. Studded snow tires are 
legal from Oct. 16 to May 1. 
Other checks on vehicles should include an 
engine tune up, a check of fluid levels, the 
battery, the defroster system and windshield 
wipers. A windshield scraper should be carried in 
the car, as well as sand and a shovel. 
Other drivdng tips include: 
• Check the weather forecast for the next day 
in the evening prior to retiring. 
• Adust personal schedules, allowing added 
time to compensate for slower travel during 
periods of hazardous road conditions. 
• Make sure the windshield and rear window 
are free of ice and snow before starting out. 
• When warming a vehicle’s engine, make sure 
it is in an open area, not in a garage or an area 
attached to the house with adequate ventilation. 
"During winter storms or when roads are ex­ 
tremely hazardous, your best defense is not to 
drive unless it is absolutely necessary," the state 
police advise. 
‘ One Man, One Vote ’ . . 
Plan Has First Reading at Common Council

KINGSTON 
The K in gston Common 
Council Tuesday night heard 
the First reading of a plan to 
redistrict the city to comply 
with a federal mandate for a 
one-man, one-vote council. 
Councilman Peter Mancuso 
(0-12), chairman of the Spe­ 
cial Reapportionment Com­ 
mittee, said the second and 
third readings would be held 
at the January meeting. Fol­ 
lowing approval and a public 
hearing, the plan would go to 
Mayor Francis R. Koenig for 
action. 
Mancuso said the new plan 
would not be subject to a 
referendum because it does 
not change the number of 
aldermen. A previous try at 
redistricting the city into 11 
wards was turned down at a 
referendum. 
Mancuso said most of the 
changes in ward boundaries 
were in the downtown dis­ 
tricts affected by population 
changes due to Urban Re­ 
newal projects, including the 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth, and 
Eleventh Wards. 
The city presently operates 
on a 19 6 7 plan which used the 
19 6 0 census as a basis for 
ward boundaries. The new 
plan is based on the 19 70 
census. The new plan does 
not pit any present aldermen 
against each other in subse­ 
quent elections and the total 
deviation in ward populations 
is “ under five per cent,’’ 
Mancuso said. 
Also up for a first reading 
was a proposed change that 
would require the city to pay 
the county its share of federal 
and state taxes in three in­ 
stead of the present two in­ 
stallments. 
C o u n cilm en m oved to 
shorten meetings by adopting 
a resolution to eliminate com­ 
plete readings of proposed lo- 
ctd laws at Couccil meetings. 
Corporation Counsel Aaron 
K le in recom m en ded the 
move, noting that laws must 
be in aldermen’s hands for at 
least 10 days prior to action, 


that copies of the laws are 
available at the city clerk’s 
offie for study, and that pub­ 
lic hearings must be held 
before they can be adopted.

Woodstock Réévaluation

W OODSTOCK 


A special team of workers in 
the assessor’s department is 
undertaking a massive réév­ 
aluation of real property in 
the Town of Woodstock that 
is expected to be completed 
by May, 19 75. 
Supervisor 
Verner 
May, 
flanked by town board mem­ 
bers, began his introduction 
to this subject before mem­ 
bers of the news media at the 
town hall Tuesday night by 
stating that “ we have had 
several hectic years” discuss­ 
ing tax inequities in the town. 
Stated purpose of the un­ 
dertaking is to shift the tax 
burden around so that each 
property owner is paying "his 
fair share” of the load, ac­ 
cording to May. 
The scope of the project is 
outlined by the fact that 
there are about 4,150 separate 
parcels of land to be in­ 
vestigated, with all pertinent 
data on each to fill both sides 
of a special evaluation card, 
including information on land 
survey, land resale values, 
and the usual run of data on 
each structure. 
In order to complete the 
large amount fo detail work 
necessary, the town has 13 
extra people working with the 
assessors 
and 
with 
Coun- 
cilwoman Val Cadden, who is 
overseeing the work. 
May emphasized that the 


cost for this reappraisal is 
‘‘very minimal,” totaling only 
from $6 ,(XX) to $7,000 to pay 
the extra help. This money is 
contained in the assessor’s 
b u d g e t of $30,000. The 
assessor’s salary is $14,500. 
When asked why the town 
was undertaking the project 
at this time, May answered 
that the town would have 
been mandated under state 
law to complete this informa­ 
tion for the benefit of the 
taxpayers within a few years 
by 19 78, so the town decided 
to “ get the jump on it.” 
He added that, as far as he 
knows, Woodstock has never 
in its history undertaken a 
complete réévaluation of its 
properties 
on 
this 
scale, 
although there have been “ at­ 
tempts to reassess” in the 
past. 
The aim of the project is to . 
bring the equalization rate in 
town from its present 50 per 
cent up to a possible 170 to 
19 0 per cent by assessing each 
property at 100 per cent true 
value. 
Whether the town uses as 
it’s basis for valuation the 
1872 or 19 74 state figures de­ 
pends on when needed in­ 
formation is received from the 
state in January. 


The effects of the reap­ 
praisal will be to raise some 
peoples’ taxes and lower oth­ 
ers. The total amount of mon- 


ey to be raised for taxes will 
not be affected. 
May explained that there is 
a great difference between as­ 
sessing 
land 
value (which 
may be higher in Woodstock 
than in some surrounding 
communities 
on 
the open 
market) and structure value, 
stating that the same struc­ 
ture in Woodstock, Olive, or 
Kingston should be valued 
the same. 
Some of the input for the 
project will include a study 
on vacant land sales in town 
for the past three years to 
determine what acreage in 
certain areas really is worth. 
There have been two pic­ 
tures taken of every house in 
town, said Ms. Cadden, and 
one side of the property card 
is completed for every parcel. 
New state figures are due 
soon for rating the variables 
in home construction. 


She also stated that she 
believes that the Town of 
W oodstock is p re se n tly 
paying more than its share of 
school taxes because of its 
assessment 
situation, 
and 
predicted that this will be 
reduced to its proper share 
when the revaluation is com­ 
pleted. 
If the project cannot be 
completed in time for June, 
19 75 tax pruposes, then it will 
definitely go into effect the 
following year, said May.

W ASH IN G TO N (U PI) - Even when there is 
no political campaign going on, crime makes the 
headlines every time the F B I puts out its Uniform 
Crime Reports showing that major crime has gone 
up or down so many percentage points in various 
parts of the country. 
The FBI reports have been criticized for relying 
solely on what local police departments report. 
Both the FB I and local police agencies have in 
turn been criticized for disseminating statistics 
that are bound to be politically loaded. 
So the Law Enforcement Assistance Adminis­ 
tration put out a different kind of crime report 
in late November concluding that there are more 
than three times as many major crimes —rape, 
robbery, aggravated assault and burglary -—than 
has been reported to police, and thus reported to 
the FBI. 
The LEA A , like the FBI, is a Justice Depart­ 
ment agency. Its main function is funneling 
federal anticrime funds to states and localities to 
set up crime detection and prevention programs. 
The LEA A survey of unreported crime could 
lead the public to believe crime is more rampant 
than thought, and on this issue, belief is as 
important as reality. If you are afraid of being 
mugged, raped or murdered, some psychologists 
say, you are more likely to become a victim than 
one who assumes the city streets are for his use. 
The LEA A study, for the first six months of 
1973, was conducted by the Census Bureau using 
a random sample of 125,000 persons and 15,000 
business across the country. Interviewers found 
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that nearly 17 million persons had been vic­ 
timized by major crime (excluding murder) but 
that only 5.3 million of them reported the crime 
to police. During that same period, the police 
reports show only about 4 million crimes. 
Larceny was the most underreported crime, 
with about five times as many victims as police 
reports, followed by burglary, aggravated assault, 
robbery, auto theft and rape. Homicide was not 
counted because most murders do not really 
threaten the unsuspecting citizen, happening 
mostly to friends or relatives of the the killer. 
The main .eason for the underreporting, said 
LEAA, was the belief that nothing would be done 
about the crimes. But there are some questions 
about the survey’s conclusion, which LEAA 
admitted was open to a varying margin of 
statistical error. 
For instance, why would rape, a most embar­ 
rassing and difficult to prove crime, have a better 
percentage of reporting than theft? Why did 1.3 
million persons say they reported a major crime 
to police than actually did? 
One suspicion is that some of those interviewed 
said they were victims of crimes but really 
weren’t. It’s easier to say you were assaulted by 
a neighborhood tough than to tell police and face 
the possibility you were merely insulted. It’s 
easier to think you’ve been victimized than to go 
to court and face the possibility of prosecution for 
making a false report. 
Chances are some of the victims were victims 
of their own fear.

Th e h u lk of th e work, more th an 75 p er cent, is now and 
h as alway s been done by indep endents like E.A. Smith , wh o 
brou gh t in h is first two wells in 19 28 . Smith , now 79 , is board 
ch airm an of Serv ice Drilling Co. of Tu lsa, and still an 
indep endent after 61 y ears in th e indu stry . 


"An indep endent is one wh o ex p lores for and dev elop s oil," 
Sm ith say s. "H e owns no p ip elines, no refinery ’, no market 
ou tlets." 


Statistically , th e indep endent is in an imp ossible bu si­ 
ness. Th e odds are 5 0-to-l against h im. 
On th e av erage, one of ev ery 50 wells drilled p rodu ces 
enou gh oil to make it worth wh ile, and 40 of th ose drilled 
are dry h oles. It wou ld take an indep endent more th an th ree 
y ears and $30 million to do all th at before h e sold a drop 
of oil. 
"I don’t know of any indep endent wh o cou ld stand a load 
like th at, bu t th ose are th e figu res," Sm ith say s. "W h at we 
try to do is get down to th e minimu m of ex p loratory wells 
to get a p ool. Th e av erage is so h igh becau se it’s a h azardou s 
bu siness and so many don’t su cceed." 


Th e nu mber of activ e indep endents is only 10 p er cent of 
wh at it was 20 y ears ago. Sm ith sees ev en th ose few being 
forced ou t by congressional th reats to th e oil dep letion 
allowance-and roll back of domestic p rices, already con­ 
siderably below wh at foreign p rodu cers ch arge, becau se of 
"windfall p rofits." 


"You only earn abou t an 8 p er cent retu rn on y ou r 


inv estment, so wh ere’s th e windfall p rofit?" Sm ith say s. 
"You Can get 11 p er cent on certificates of dep osit and h av e 
no risk —bu t if ev ery body did th at we'd all be h u ngry , 
wou ldn’t we0" 


Th e dep letion allowance, wh ich ex emp ts a1 Pf[ce" taf e . 
th e net p rofit from tax ation, h as been th e lifeblood of th e 
indep endent, Sm ith say s, enabling h im to encou rage inv est­ 
ments in h is op erations. 
"If it h adn't been for th e dep letion allowance, a lot of 
indep endents wou ld nev er h av e started," h e say » .. ' Elim ina­ 
tion of th e dep letion allowance wou ld make th is indu stry go 
flat and th e cost wou ld go u p to th e consu mers. 
"Th e indep endent ju st cou ldn’t stay . T h at wou ld leav e 
only th e majors, wh ich is wh at ev ery body is comp laining 
abou t in th e first p lace. Th e majors can’t do it as ch eap ly 
as we can, so th e p rice of oil wou ld go righ t on u p .

time Angu illa’s independence 
as

bean island a new constitu ­ 
tion. 
Speaking at a mass rally 
Nov . 24, Webster annou nced 
he had declined Britain’s re­ 
qu e st to reconv ene the 
Angu illa Cou ncil, which shu t 
down operations to protest 
Britain’s failu re to grant the 
island a permanent political 
statu s. 
T he adv isory cou ncil, 
headed by Webster, who was 
once president of the short­ 
liv ed Repu blic of Angu illa, is 
the island’s only elected body 
and adv ises the British-ap­ 
pointed commissioner. 
Britain 
told 
the 
6 ,000 
Angu illans when the com- 
m issionerty pe gov ernment 
was installed in 19 71 that it 
wou ld rev iew Angu illa’s polit­ 
ical statu s in three y ears bu t 
no mov es hav e been made 
since toward a permanent 
gov ernment. 
Angu illa has been in politi­ 
cal limbo since it seceded 
from the West Indies as­ 
sociated state of St. Kitts- 
Nev is-Angu illa in 19 6 7. Brit­ 
ain took control of the island 
two y ears later after inv ading 
it with paratroopers, marines 
and London policemen. 
The inv asion was lau nched 
after Webster failed to get 
Britain or the United States 
to accept his 36 -squ are-mile 
scru bcov ered land as a colony 
and proclaimed a repu blic. 
Bu t the sy stem of gov ern­ 
ment established by Britain 
after the inv asion was ex actly 
the colonial-ty pe operation 
the Angu illans had asked 
from Britain. 
“Angu illa will not accept 
any more empty promises 
and sweet words concerning 


its political fu tu re,” Webster 
said in his latest speech. 
“The time has come for ac­ 
tion from Britain and if she 
fails to come u p with some­ 
thing tangible, Angu illa may 
hav e to rev ert to its former 
state. 
“We are not asking for in­ 
dependence bu t if Britain 
fails to act we may hav e to 
pu rsu e that cou rse,” he said. 
In an effort to force 
Britain’s hand, the Angu illa 
cou ncil early this y ear carried 
ou t a promised pu blic opinion 
su rv ey . Armed with its find­ 
ings, the cou ncil drafted a 
constitu tion which wou ld 
leav e the island free of the St. 
Kitts gov ernment and giv e it 
a measu re of internal self- 
ru le. 
When the British still re­ 
fu sed to act, the local cou ncil 
decided to go ou t of bu siness. 
Bu t Webster soon receiv ed a 
letter from London’s Foreign 
and Commonwealth Office, 
asking the cou ncil to resu me 
its fu nctions. 
Britain has been u nable to 
conv ince 
St. 
Kitts 
Prime 
Minister Robert Bradshaw to 
d rop his insiste nc e on 
Angu illa’s retu rn to his state. 
Bradshaw, with the backing 
of other independent Carib­ 
bean nations, believ es the re­ 
gion needs u nification, not 
fragmentation. 
In his speech, Webster said 
the island’s continu ing politi­ 
cal 
limbo discou rages in­ 
v estors and creates internal 
dissatisfaction. 
Bu t he gav e Britain credit 
for helping Angu illa’s de­ 
v elopment du ring the fiv e oc­ 
cu pation y ears and u rged the 
islanders to remain calm. 
“We do not want any trou ­ 
ble,” he said. “Let u s con­ 
tinu e in peace and not de­ 
stroy what we hav e earned so 
far. Let u s continu e withou t 
bloodshed.”

The Food and Dru g Admin­ 
istration report also qu estions 
whether su ch produ cts —the 
largest selling of which is Pro­ 
cter & Gamble’s “Su re” — 
are really any better odor 
fighters than similar brands 
withou t zirconiu m. 


The findings were made by 
an FDA panel rev iewing the 
safety and effectiv eness of 
antiperspirants as part of the 
agency ’s look at ov er-the- 
cou nter dru gs and cosmetics. 
The rev iew panel stopped 


short of recommending ban­ 
ning deodorants 
with 
the 
chemical. 
It called a meeting for Dec. 
16 to discu ss the situ ation 
a nd 
m a k e 
pu bl i c the 
gov ernm ent’s prelim inary 
findings, A final decision on 
the matter wou ld he u p to the 
FDA, once it receiv es the 
panel’s final report. 
T h e 
pr obl e m 
w i t h 
zirconiu m, the report said, is 
that it enters the air in 
minu te particles which re­ 
main su spended for hou rs and 
can enter the lu ngs throu gh 
breathing. 
The metallic element has 
the "ex trem ely seriou s" 
potential of cau sing an in­ 
flammatory cell reaction in 
the lu ngs which cau ses 


tu mors to grow, imparing 
lu nt capacity . 
The report said not nearly 
enou gh tests hav e been con­ 
du cted to prov ide " i n ­ 
dispu table ev idence” of su ch 
growths 
being 
cau sed 
by 
zirconiu m in the lu ngs. Bu t it 
added: 
“At this point in time the 
analy sis of benefit to risk con­ 
siderations lead the panel to 
feel 
that 
zirconiu m 
com­ 
pou nds shou ld not be sold for 
u se in aerosol antiperspirants 
u ntil the qu estions raised 
abou t their safety are ade­ 
qu ately answered. 
A* to whether sales shou ld 
actu ally be halted right now, 
it said, the FDA will hav e to 
weigh the benefits and risks. 


There may be as many as 
100 million American con­ 
su mers ex posed to the spray s, 
it said, so the size of the 
pr obl e m cou ld be c on­ 
siderable if a health hazard is 
prov en. 
Procter 
& 
Gamble 
also 
markets another spray with 
zirconiu m, “Secret”, and the 
makers of “Arrid” hav e re 
portedly been test marketing 
a v ersion of that produ ct with 
the chemical. 
L ast y ear Gillette in­ 
trodu ced two produ cts with 
zirconiu m — “ Ex tra Strength 
Right Gu ard” and “Ex tra 
Strength Soft and Drf —bu t 
pu lled them off the market 
after laboratory tests tu rned 
u p adv erse animal reactions.

“ When they (Archie and his 
six brothers—he also has a

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played on the sandlots and in 
high school, they were all so 
good I just began dreaming 
that one of them would win 
the Heisman some day.

My dream came 
true." 
Woody Hayes, Archie’s 
coach, didn’t dream about it, 
but ttuted Griffin as highly as 
he could in a telephone hook­ 
up after the anoouncement, 
saying the award was defi­ 
nitely given to the right per­ 
son. 
‘I’m very willing to accept 
congratulations for the award 
to Archie. You made a great, 
great selection. He’s the best 
college football player I’ve 
ever seen. 
“ But I thought all along 
he’d get i.” 
Griffin was only the fifth 
junior to capture he Heisman 
and the first Buckeye to win 
since 
Howard 
"Hopalong” 
Cassady in 1955. But no one 
can argue with his creden­ 
tials. 
Griffin set an NCAA record 
by rushing for better than 100 
yards in 22 straight games, 
counting the last Rose Bowl 
and was second inthe nation 
in rushing to Utah State’s 
Ltuis Giammona, amassing 
1,620 yards for a 147.3 per 
gam verage in Ohio State’s 11 
games. The most effective 
runner in the country, Griffin 
carried the ball 6.9 yards eve­ 
ry time he touched it. 
D a v is , 
a 
star as a 
sophomore but riddled with 
injuries last year, ranked sev­ 
enth in rushing with a 123.1 
average, totaling 1,354 yards 
on the ground. But Davis, 
unlike Griffin, provided a 
substantial supplement, re­ 
turning 11 kickoffs 467 yards 
and adding 96 more via pass 
receptions and passing for a 
1,917 overall figure, 174 more 
than Griffin’s combined fig­ 
ure. 
Trojan Coach Johnny 
McKay said it was disappoin­ 
ting that Davis lost out to 
Griffin, but both agreed that 
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“ Archie Griffin is a real fine 
football player,” McKay said. 
“ It was certainly difficult to 
choose between Griffin and 
Davis. Davis has been a rel 
fine football player for us for 
three years and it was disap­ 
pointing that he didn’t re­ 
ceive the award, but I don’t 
think it bothered Anthony too 
much. He’s not too hung up 
on the awards or what the 
writers may decide. 
“ 1 was here when O.J. Sim­ 
pson didn’tget it his junior 
year (UCLA’s Gary Beban 
did). O.J. had another year; 
unfortunately Anthony 
doesn’t.” 
Davis said he has a lot of 
respect for Griffin and snt 
him a letter of congratula­ 
tions this morning. "I didn’t 
come to school to win the 
Heisman Trophy,” Davis 
said. “ A person ought to be 
his own judge of his 
erformance in whatever he 
does.

Griffin gained 176 
yards against Iowa; Davis 
rushed for six.

The secretary said he does 
not expect the government 
offering to significantly de 
press the world market price. 
But his announcement of the 
sale sent gold prices plum­ 
meting on world markets. 
The price of gold fell more 
than $9 to $176.50 an ounce in 
London when the news came 


just before trading stopped 
for the day. 
Americans, legally free as of 
Dec, 31 to buy, sell and hoard 
the precious metal, could buy- 
enough to increase demand 
for 
imjxirted 
gold, 
which 
could adversely affect the 
U.S. balance of payments. 
To avert the drain of more 
dollars for gold overseas, and 
with an eye to a tidy profit, 
the Treasury is offering for 
public sale the 2 million 
ounces from it’s 276-mi 11 ion 
ounce stockpile. 


The profit comes in the 
difference between the "of­ 
ficial" price of $42.22 an 
ounce, which is how gold is 
figured for bookkeeping 
purposes in national reserves, 
and the current world market 
price of about $175 an ounce. 
Simon said the Treasury 
would use the proceeds to pay 
its bills and finance normal 
government operations. That 
would help reduce the federal 
budget deficit and lessen the 
need for the government to 


borrow in money markets at 
high interest rates. 
Beginning Dec. 31, U.S. 
citizens will be able to buy 
gold in small amounts from 
banka and precious metal 
dealers at free market prices. 
That gold will be sold in one- 
ounce wafers. 
On Jan. 6, the General Ser­ 
vices Administration will 
auction the government’s 
st ash.

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Ford Asks Swift Action on Red Trade 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President Ford, declaring that both the economy 
and "the very structure" of U.S. foreign policy depends on it, is urging swift 
congressional approval of a bill to lift U.S. Soviet trade barriers. 
His call to action Tuesday night followed Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger's appeal to a Senate committee for passage, even without a promise 
the Russians will ease their emigration policies in return. 
In a speech to a lobbying group organized to fight for passage, Ford said 
Congress’ failure to approve the bill before adjourning this month would 
undermine U.S. political, military and economic commitments around the 
world. 


The bill, two years in the making, would give Russia trading privileges 
equal to those given the United States' most favored trade partners. 
Also, it would provide Ford authority to enter into negotiations to lower 
tariffs, to help U.S. industries harmed by foreign competition and to create 
trade preferences for developing countries. 
Ford said it is essential that Congress approve the measure before its 
Christmas adjournment because it would "be long-delayed, possibly stymied 
forever" if left over for the next Congress to deal with. 


If that occurs Ford said, he would be handcuffed in important negotiations 
on international trade and tariffs coming up soon. 
“ The health of our domestic economy and the strength, the very structure, 
of our international relations are involved," Ford said. 
"The United States’ international political, military and economic commit­ 
ments would be undermined. This, in my opinion, would encourage unrest 


and world instability,..

"The Congress must act, and I say this with the utmost seriousness or it* 
inaction will gravely affect my efforts to tum our economy upward. It will 
severely limit my ability to work for international economic cooperation 


abroad.”

Kissinger had told the Seriate Finance Committee there were prospects that 
passage would lead to freer Soviet emigration policies. 
But he said "any attempt to nail this down as a formal obligation is likely 
to backfire,” and that the U.S. position in world commerce and diplomacy 
would "be most severely jeopardized" if the bill is delayed any longer. 
He said that although there were no ironclad guarantees, the United States 
had received assurances from Kremlin leaders that the Soviet I nion would 
place no unreasonable obstacles in the way of citizens wishing to leave.

Rockefeller Family's Worth Certainly Well Over a $ Billion 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
The exact worth of the Rock­ 
efeller family is still a mys­ 
tery, but the figure is well 
over a billion dollars. 
The public got a rare look 
into the stock portfolio of one 
of the nation’s richest 
families Tuesday. The senior 
investment advisor, J. Rich­ 
ardson Dilworth, told the 
House Judiciary Committee 
that the "bottom line" was 
$1,033,988,000. 
That didn’t include their 
huge estates, yachts, art col­ 
lections, jewelry and other 
personal possession*, which 
some say could add at least 
another $200 million. 
The $1 billion is held by 84 
descendants of John D. Rock­ 
efeller Sr., who built an oil 
empire. Nearly one-third of 
the fortune —$325 million — 
is stock in four oil companies. 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., the 
father of vice presidential 
nominee Nelson A. Rock­ 
efeller. set it up so that much 


of the fortune —$738 million 
—will remain intact, and un­ 
touched. 
He set up a trust so three 
succeeding generations of 
Rockefellers can enjoy the 
profits, but will keep the prin­ 
cipal intact. 
Dilworth 
admitted 
that 
market conditions had ad­ 
versely affected the holdings 
in the past two years, but 
refused to comment on a sug­ 
gestion that not too long ago 
the figure was $2 billion. 
What Dilworth did say is 
that John D. Sr. gave away 
about $550 million of his for­ 
tune, his son a like amount 
and that the current gener­ 
ation “ so far" has made char­ 
itable donations totaling $235 
million. 
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Alternators Rebuilt 
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Whether consciously or not, 
each generation has built a $1 
billion fortune, given half of it 
away and used the remainder 
to rebuild the fortune to $1 
billion. 
Dilworth did not specify 
how much each individual 
has, saying it would invade 
the privacy of "very private 
people.” 
He added that some were 


"terribly upset" about dis­ 
closing so much but agreed to 
go along when told it was

The Rockefellers are not 
stock speculators who buy 
and sell for a quick profit, 
Dilworth said.
